Bishop Oxnam Speaks Out 


We would like to add a loud ‘amen’ 
to most of what W. W. Reid quotes below. 

“Once again the Ku Klux Klan burns 
crosses and masquerades in white,” notes 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, of Washing- 
ton, D. C, president of Methodism’s 
Council of Bishops. “It proclaims its 
message of vicious racialism, anti-semi- 
tism and religious bigotry. Many church 
members, who proudly declare they are 
‘saved, belong to this un-American and 
un-Christian body. When the Ku Klux 
Klan burns the cross, it desecrates a 
sacred symbol and joins the mob that 
marched to Calvary shouting ‘Crucify 
Him’. ... The politician who swears to 
uphold the Constitution of the United 
States and then cooperates with the forces 
that seek to deny the Negro the vote is 
a subversive. The preacher who pledges 
himself to follow Christ and then stands 
silent in the presence of segregation be- 
trays his Lord. The silence of Christians 
when the vote is denied Negroes, and 
segregation is enforced, speaks so loud 
that black men overseas cannot hear what 
our missionaries say.” 

We have often wondered if the Chris- 
tians in the South who lend their voices 
to the denial of civil rights to the Negroes 
in their state or community really ponder 
the world significance of their actions 
along the line suggested by Bishop Oxnam 
in his closing sentence. Can we fight for 
a tradition of white supremacy in a local 
school, church, or public conveyance when 
it weakens the great cause of Christianity 
abroad ? 

When will we learn the cost of being 
provincial? How long will it take us to 
awaken to the fact that the world is 
watching us with critical eyes? What we 
can explain so easily to neighbors who are 
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of the same opinion is often pretty hard 
to explain in a northern state, or on the 
other side of an ocean. 


Did not our Lord say to His disciples, 
“That which ye have spoken in the ear 
in closets shall be proclaimed upon the 
housetops’’? And did not the Apostle 
Paul remind Governor Festus that King 
Agrippa knew about the spread of Chris- 
tianity? “‘For this thing,” he said, ‘‘was 
not done in a corner.’’ We cannot shove 
Christian principles aside in our day and 
think we have done it in a corner. 

Some of us fear that much of the 
resistance to providing equal opportunity 
for races is inspired by political publicity- 
seeking without remembering how harm- 
ful that publicity can be in a world that 
has no dark corners as far as news is 
concerned. They should heed the words 
of James, ‘Behold, how great a matter 
a little fire kindleth!”’

Missionary Board Program 
at General Conference 


Loren Osborn opened the program 0 
the Missionary Society with a challen gin, 
“Why?” Why do we have a Missionar 
Society; why is it part of our Christia 
responsibility? The question was v 
effectively answered by the reports of 
six workers on the program, and 
attending became strikingly aware of 
need for consecrated leaders and vor 
on the fields as well as for consecra 
givers supporting them. 


It seems impossible to cover th 
wonderful message that was brought if 
a few words. Joan Clement and Bett 
Severe, who plan to return to our w 
in Nyasaland in September, told of 
forward work there. The most ae 
steps forward are in a profound spiritua 
growth instead of growth in any materia 
way. Mission work needs to include mo 
now than it did in a less modern age 
There is an ever-increasing load of worh 
as was illustrated by the fact that Dr 
Burdick’s average number of patients 4 
day has increased from 60 to 130, Thi 
is a good sign, but also one that calk 
for all the more consecration on the par 
of all of us. The membership in Nyas 
land has increased from 1100 to 20 
since 1956, but the work is just beginnin, 
The purpose of the mission staff the 
is to gain leaders among the natives 
that there will be a strong African Chris 
tian Church that is truly theirs — not : 
transplanted western one. One of th 
largest responsibilities of a missionar 
is to preserve the simplicity of the Gospe 
message so that it is not confused witl 
western culture. 


Miss Jacqueline Wells told of the worl 
in Jamaica, showing that there, too, th 
emphasis is on native leadership so tha 
the church may become self-supporting 
She urged us all to keep ourselves in 
formed about our missionary work so tha 
we may pray intelligently for the worl 
there. 


The Rev. Loyal Hurley told about th 
evangelistic work with the quartets whicl 
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ave reached more than half of our 
autches and fellowships within the past 
ve years. We have not fully perceived 
ae need to win souls in the cities and 
‘laces in which we want to grow. He 
ointed out a true understanding of 
ewardship, layman soul winners, tact- 
ilness, and less dogmatism are needed in 
rder for us to become one in Christ, a 
eople who really go forward in growth 
ther than backward in membership. 


Rev. Marion Van Horn and family at General 
(Conference. See his report on the Southwest 
Field in the last issue. 


The Rev. Marion Van Horn reported 
n the boundless opportunities in the 
outhwest, a field spanning northern 
seorgia and the southernmost tip of 
Texas. Much progress in the way of 
ollowing up of contacts with lone Sab- 
vathkeepers, interested individuals, and 
roups was reported, but there, too, the 
ncreased consecration and prayers of us 
Jl are needed to go forward with the 
vork we have started. There is no end 
o the opportunities, and the way in 
vhich we take advantage of them reflects 
ur attitude toward our heavenly Father. 


Secretary Everett Harris summarized 
he program with a financial report of 
he Missionary Society and an over-all 
iew of the world in all our missions, 
ncluding those proposed to be added this 
ear. We will add them, he stated, pro- 
ided we have the faith to start on them, 
elieving that God will open the way for 
is to catty on the work that we have 
yegun. — Conference Crier. 
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August Special Issue 
Still Available 


The February and May special issues 
of the Sabbath Recorder were quickly 
sold out and practically none remain on 
the shelves at the publishing house. The 
story is not quite the same at the present 
moment with the August issue. 


Perhaps some people and _ churches 
thought that previous orders would hold 
unless revoked. Possibly less attention 
was given to church outreach during the 
early part of the summer. 


The managing editor felt that this 
issue, having much more Sabbath material 
in it than previous ones, would be in great 
demand once it was seen by regular sub- 
scribers. We printed some extras to meet 
this demand. Undated copies are available 
while they last at 10 for $1.00, 100 for 
$8.50. 


Conference has approved a_ budget 
which allows for the continuation of this 
project which our people so enthusiastt- 
cally backed a year ago. 


Conference Attendance 


A Credentials Committee is one of 
the necessary committees of General Con- 
ference appointed by the president. In 
a sense it is among the less-important ones 
but its report is eagerly awaited by those 
in attendance. Headed this year by Mynor 
Soper, pastor of the North Loup, Neb., 
Church, its 14 members examined the 
official lists of delegates sent in by church 
clerks and compared them with the names 
of those actually registered. 


The figure given on the last evening 
included those who had recorded their 
names on Sabbath day as well as previ- 
ously. The number registered was 427. 
Official delegates were less than that. 
The names customarily are printed later 
in the Year Book. Although much less 
than last year when the gathering was 
more centrally located, it appeared that, 
considering the distance, the attendance 
was good. The percentage of churches 
represented was greater than the per- 
centage of pastors. There were 44 
churches and 37 pastors. 


Ecumenical Workshop 
At Conference 


Three years ago at Fayetteville, Ark., the 
program of Conference centered around a num- 
ber of workshops in the various areas of con- 
cern. This year President Cruzan set apart 
Thursday afternoon for three such workshops 
after consultation with numerous’ church 
leaders. The effectiveness may be judged to 
some extent by the summaries given the follow- 
ing morning. The report of the one discussing 
“Ecumenical Relations’ is given below. The 
other two were “Planning the Church Pro- 
gram” and “Stewardship Promotion.” 

Under the leadership of the Rev. 
Clifford W. P. Hansen, our participation 
in the ecumenical movement was pre- 
sented to those who were in this work- 
shop. A numbcr of other Jeaders aided 
Mr. Hansen in the presentation. 


Rev. Loyal F. Hurley pointed out that 
there are three Greek words meaning 
“world.” ‘Cosmos’ means the universe; 
‘ge”” means the physical world; and 
“oikoumene” means the whole inhabited 
world. Thus ecumenical pertains to 
the whole inhabited world. Mr. Hurley 
showed that throughout our lives we 
have been participating in concerns of 
the whole Christian world, such as Chris- 
tian Endeavor, ministerial associations, 
YWCA, YMCA, Red Cross, American 
Bible Society, and Community Chests. 
While some of these are not religious 
in the sense that the National Council of 
Churches is religious, all humanitarian 
organizations have come from _ Jesus 
Christ; they have been born and reared 
by the Christian Church. Mr. Hurley 
testified that: “We could have such 
wonderful fellowship with other Chris- 
tians if we only would.” 


Mr. Hansen, with great enthusiasm, pre- 
sented the work of the World Council 
of Churches. He especially emphasized 
the work of the Division of Interchurch 
Aid and Service to Refugees; for instance, 
in 1956, the World Council effected the 
resettlement of 26,000 refugees. A church 
should live, not for itself, but for those 
around it. Another very practical division 
of the World Council is that of Ecumeni- 
cal Action. Mr. Hansen urged that young 
people take ‘part in ecumenical work 
camps. These camps are engaged in 
important projects in foreign countries, 
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such as building houses of worship. T 
ecumenical movement does not rea) 
happen if local churches are not workii 
together. “Christ has made us His ow} 


He is not divided.” 


The Rev. Duane L. Davis present

British Guiana Mission 
Possible Plans 


It is now possible to send a missionary 
couple to the British Guiana mission 
field in 1959. With the adoption by 
the last General Conference of the 
amount requested by the Missionary 
Board for the preparation and sending 
of such a missionary couple the way was 


opened. The amount requested for this 
purpose was $2,370. 

Special gifts received through the 
“Nortonville Project’ may now be 


credited toward the Our World Mission 
budget. It is with deep thankfulness to 
God and to our brethren of this country 
that we look forward to providing full- 
time missionary leadership for this mis- 
sion field that has waited so long and 
patiently (since the Rev. and Mrs. Royal 
Thorngate returned to this country be- 
cause of ill health in 1930). 


A missionary couple, the Rev. and Mrs. 
Rene Mauch of Hemmingford, Quebec, 
Canada, have offered their services as 
our missionary representatives. Arrange- 
ments for the preparation and sending 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mauch and their six- 
year-old daughter, Esther, are currently 


under consideration. A special committee 
of the Missionary Board was authorized 
at the July board meeting to make these 
arrangements, pending approval by Con- 
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ference of funds requested for carryir) 
out proposed plans. )

for a full-time missionary to work amon 
them. Let us all thank God, take courag) 
and press forward.

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FORTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSION 
TO THE SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST GENERAL CONFERENCE 


(Continued from last week) 


The Tract Board is offering to Our World Mission $5,800 from the 
1957 profits of the publishing house to be available for the year beginning 
October 1, 1958. However, the 1958 profits from the publishing house 
will be much less; therefore, we recommend: 


1. That Conference accept $4,000 for the year beginning October 1, 
1958, to be given in quarterly amounts of $1,000. 

2. That the remaining $1,800 be carried over and added to the publish- 
ing house profits for the year 1958 which will be available for the 
Conference year beginning October 1, 1959. 


Because of the nationwide trend of increased demand for Sunday 
legislation, we would suggest a renewed vigor of Sabbath emphasis among 
our people. We would recommend the appointment of the Rev. Kenneth 
Smith, a member of the Ecumenical Committee, and Dr. Keith Davis, who 
has taken initiative in this field, (1) to represent the Conference in alerting 
churches and pastors to their opportunities and responsibilities in present- 
ing the Seventh Day Baptist position in local situations, and (2) to be 
ready to present this position to any official studies of the matter that 
might be made. (See amendment below.)* 


In response to the suggestion made by the Planning Committee last 
year, the office of Press Relations has been established. At the request 
of the executive secretary, Mrs. R. A. Maxson, Box 166, Milton, Wisconsin, 
has assumed this responsibility. Commission commends Mrs. Maxson for 
her forward-looking program of publicizing the work of Seventh Day Bap- 
tists. In addition to giving nationwide press coverage to denominational 
and associational matters, her office is prepared to suggest ways local 
churches may more forcefully publicize their activities. We recommend 
that an amount of $100 be placed in the General Conference section of 
Our World Mission budget to pay operating expenses of the office of 
Press Relations. 


It has been called to our attention by the Tract Board that the word 
“reward” connotes to many the meaning that eternal life is earned and 
not a gift. We would recommend that the last phrase, “and that because 
He lives, eternal life, with spiritual and glorified bodies, will be the 
reward of the redeemed,’ in Article VII of the Seventh Day Baptist State- 
ment of Belief, be changed to read, “and that because He lives, eternal life, 
with spiritual and glorified bodies, is the gift of God to the redeemed.” 


We recommend the inclusion, before the listing of licensed laymen in 
the Year Book, of the proposed statement of the Ministerial Training 
Committee, “The status of licentiate is regarded as appropriate for those 
whom the local church desires to designate as lay leaders. The General 
Conference Committee on Ministerial Training offers suggested book lists 
and other study aids by which those who are licensed may ‘improve their 
gifts. For information write to Courtland V. Davis, Secretary, Seventh 
Day Baptist Building, 510 Watchung Avenue, Plainfield, New Jersey.” 


We note with thankful hearts the financial support given to Our 
World Mission during the past year. Support has been continuous and 
systematic. This is evidenced since the percentage of Our World Mission 
budget that has been given has paralleled the percentage of the budget year. 
As a result, the work outlined by Conference in 1957 is being carried 
forward. This makes possible an optimistic approach toward an expanded 
program this coming year. We strongly urge that each individual receive 
the blessing which comes from giving and we would again point out that 
tithing is the Bibical standard for giving in our stewardship. 


*The following amendment came to the floor of Conference and was passed: 


[Because of the nationwide trend of increased demand for Sunday 
legislation, we would urge a renewed vigor of Sabbath emphasis among 
our people. We would recommend that the American Sabbath Tract 
Society intensify its program of alerting churches and pastors to their 
opportunities and responsibilities in presenting the Seventh Day Baptist 
position in local situations, and, second, that the General Conference 
Committee on Ecumenical Relations be ready to present our position to 
any official study of the matter that might be made.}

TORONTO YOUTH CONVENTION

The first meeting was held on Friday 
night, June 27, at 7:30 in the Varsity 
Arena on the campus of the University 
of Toronto at which all the meetings were 
held. The arena held about 6,000 so the 
rest of the young people had to sit outside 
in the football stadium and listen to the 
services over loudspeakers. If we didn’t 
get to the arena early we were seated 
high up and could not see the speakers 
very well. 

To officially open the service we all 
sang “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 
Then we were led in prayer by a man 
from India. Next we heard an anthem by 
the conference choir. Anyone that wanted 
to could belong to the choir. There were 
about 1,000 young people in it. It was 
directed by William Reynolds of Ten- 
nessee. There was also a Toronto choir 
which sang each evening. We were wel- 
comed by the Mayor of Toronto and two 
officers of the Baptists in Canada. A girl 
from Japan told the people of Canada 
how glad we all were to be able to attend. 
The address that evening was given by 
the Rev. David Gomez of Brazil. He spoke 
on “The Transforming Power of Christ.” 
I was very much impressed with the speech 
and the man. He seemed to be the type 
that young people would really like. 


On Tuesday, Roberta and I were in 
the display room when Mr. Gomez came 
along. We talked to him about Seventh 
Day Baptists. He told me that there 
were some Seventh Day Baptists in Brazil, 
which I didn’t know. He asked me if 
our denomination believed in ‘Once 
saved — Always saved.’’ When I said I 
didn’t know, he told me that I had 
better know more about my religion next 
time. 

Every morning we sang songs led by 
Chuck Boddie who was in Alfred a few 
years ago as guest leader for religious 
emphasis week. Then we were led in 
prayer by a person from a different 
country. Some of them prayed in their 
native tongue and then in English but 
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one just prayed in his own langua,

In his annual report, Dr. Visser ’t Hool}

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A Grandfather’s Advice 
to Newlyweds 
By Rev. Jay W. Crofoot 


Advice given to Stanley Harris and Camille 
Crofoot at their marriage (Recorder of June 16) 
but advice which could well be accepted by 
others. 

The word marriage usually means the 
ceremony by which a man and a woman 
enter wedlock, but the word has a larger 
and perhaps a more important meaning. 
The ceremony is not the whole of mar- 
riage. It is only the beginning of a new 
lifetime relationship, the success of which 
depends on the young people taking the 
matfriage vows. 


As a first step in making your marriage 
a happy one I suggest a motto for your 
guidance, “The A. B. C. of marriage — 
Always Be Considerate.” To be sure, there 
will be emergencies, such as when one of 
you is sick or out of sorts, when extra 
consideration is required, but there will 
never be a time when one may be incon- 
siderate of the other’s feelings. 


Much the same thought is expressed 
in this quotation: “When the good ship 
Marriage strikes on the shoals of selfish- 
ness it is hard to weather any storms 
that arise on the matrimonial sea.” 


To continue the figure of a voyage, 
one of the rocks in the channel that has 
proved disastrous to many a marriage is 
tension over money matters. Guard against 
any such disaster by early planning of how 
to use our money — rather than my money 
and yours. It may sound too much of a 
task to make a budget, but it is important 
to be sure how much money you may 
expect to receive each month and how 
much must be reserved for necessities such 
as rent, fuel, food, clothing, light, etc., 
not omitting something for the Kingdom 
of God. Remember, too, that though thrift 
is an old-fashioned virtue it is still a 
virtue as well as often a necessity. 


Health is another subject that deserves 
emphasis. As majors in biology you 
probably know more than I do, for I 
do know the head of that department. 
But I trust it is not inappropriate for 
me to mention a few points, such as to 
take exercise, sleep, etc., in proper amounts 
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and at suitable times. Don’t abuse your 
eyes by overuse or poor lighting; nor 
your digestive system by impure food; 
nor your respiratory system by taking 
anything but pure air into your lungs. 
In the noble profession to which you 
aspire (medical doctor) there will be times 
when it will be a duty to risk contagion 
in order to be true to your obligation 
to your training, your obligation even to 
old Hippocrates and to your Maker. But 
in a general way your health is your most 
valuable possession and must be carefully 
phe orbbae — for two reasons: first, if you 
ecome ill it will put an extra burden 
on the partner you love so much; second, 
your body is a temple of the Holy Spirit. 
Every Christian should remember that 
his body is a treasure of which he is a 
trustee, responsible to God. 

This brings me to the most important 
matter that I wish to mention — your 
religious life. Personally I hope that you 
will continue loyal to the church of your 
childhood which you have both been serv- 
ing with your musical talents and other- 
wise, and which is dear to me. 

I do not mean that you should not 
become associate members of some other 
church elsewhere, without severing your 
connection with the home church. 

I urge you to begin at once the practice 
of daily Bible reading and prayer together. 
This is most helpful when done system- 
atically using some help, such as the list 
issued by the American Bible Society, or 
some pamphlet like The Upper Room, 
The Secret Place, or the Quiet Hour. The 
Helping Hand also has daily readings to 
be used in connection with the Sabbath 
School lessons and may be put to good 
use by reading them at home, as a suit- 
able way to spend a part of the Sabbath day. 

I shall pray that the Lord will make 
you a blessing wherever you are.

LITTLE GENESEE, N. Y. — When the 
Hartsville Church was closed near the end 
of the last century the building reverted to 
the ownership of Mr. and Mrs. Luin 
Henry.

During the year a group gathers each 
Friday night for worship and Bible study. 
Attendance is good, often nearly half of 
the regular Sabbath morning attendance. 
The young people usually lead a short 
devotional service, which is followed by 
a Bible study conducted by Pastor Van 
Horn. The meeting is closed by a song 
fest lead by our Junior Choir director, 
Letha Polen. 

The young people have an active organ- 
ization which meets on Sabbath afternoons, 
and which often helps with the church 
activities. We are grateful to Miss Carol 
Harris and Deacon Mark Sanford who 
have assisted in various ways to make this 
organization so worth while. The young 
people are also members of the ‘“Cru- 
saders’’ which is a group of young people 
from Richburg, Hebron, and Little Genes- 
ee. They traveled to the Ephrata Cloisters 
this spring and seemed to get much benefit 
from this experience. 


The Sabbath School was in charge of 
the Sabbath morning worship on Chil- 
dren’s Day. Several of the community 
came in for this service. Not only on 
Children’s Day but each Sabbath various 
church members provide transportation for 
others who do not have a way to come 
to church. 

Our Vacation Bible School serves the 
whole community. There was a gross en- 
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rollment of sixty-four this year. On the 
staff were Methodists and Seventh Day 
Adventists, as well as our own church 
members. Here again many people of the 
church and community cooperated in fur- 
nishing transportation. 


One of the once-a-year features of our 
Sabbath service is a Wedding Bells Re- 
union. All those for whom our pastor has 
had the privilege of performing or assist- 
ing with the wedding ceremony are invited 
to come to the church on this Sabbath. 
The theme for this day deals with the 
sacredness of the vows taken and the 
importance of a Christian home. Interest 
is growing in this service. 

The church has two choirs which sing 
as a part of each regular worship service. 
Our Senior Choir director, Dick Stearns, 
is also the director of the band in Bolivar 
Central School. When our former organist 
went away to school last fall, one of our 
regular members, Hazel Grantier, took 
over and has done a fine job. 


A strong contributing factor in the 
church is the Sunshine Society. It is com- 
posed of the women of the church and 
community. Among other activities they 
were in charge of the dinner meeting at 
the time of the visit of the missionary 
nurses. Often the members have gone into 
the homes in the community and have 
assisted with the meals when a family has 
lost a loved one. 


Realizing that the church must re-evalu- 
ate its service to God and the community 
in order to meet the need of the changing 
times and in order to grow spiritually as 
well as in numbers, the church organized 
a Growth and Extension Committee at 
its April meeting. This committee is 
charged with the planning and putting 
into operation such community and church 
activities as are felt to be needed. Much 
progress has already been made in the 
way of the reorganization of the worship 
service itself, and in publicity. Special 
visitation and spiritual growth meetings 
are planned for this fall with evangelistic 
meetings being arranged for the spring of 
1959. Your prayers are solicited that this 
church may be an instrument in the doing 
of God’s will.
